atheist; whereas lie was always a troe spirit-
ual believer, which is the antithesis of atheism.
He said he bad met with many of his old
friends in the nririhml world, nmong whom
were Byron and Moore, With respect to
Thomas Moore, he would say that he was in
the spirit world what he was when in the
flosh—the delight of all circles, aud the pride
of his own; and is now as popular among the
spirits for his exquisite ethereal nongs as he
was on earth, when “‘George the Third was
king."”

LOND DBYRON,

the distingnished English poet, introdueo’
himself, and remar’ odq that he was gorry to
see that the “‘ayanger, Time,' to which he
bad 16 in earth-life often appealed, had
not done his memory anything ke justice,
While living, he said, his countrymen had
never rightly understood bhimg and now,
when passzed away from earth, they estimatad
him aecording fto the projudices of his
contemporaries, e had  always  Dbean,
and is still, considered as a misanthrope:
wherens he had ever possessed an ardent love
for his species: and he (thonght that the saeri-
fices he yade would have convineed them of
that fact.

His exertions, bankruptey, and ultimately
hig death, in his struggles for the regenera-
tion of Greece, onghit to be incontrovertihile
proof of what he now averred. He said that
it might be excusable on the part of the gene.
ral masses in forming an erroneous opunon
of hint, but it aflieted him to think that such
amind as Macaulay's should misunderstand
liim.
